Karlier in the day, Major Barnes had 
inquired whether, if martial law were 
proclaimed in Ireland, the attention of 
officers concerned would be drawn to the 
views of the Government on the adiminis- 
tration of martial law as expressed by the 
Secretary of State for India in his letter 
on the Hunter Report. The Prime 
Minjstey replied that martial law had not 
been trig ab in any part of lreland, 
and that, if it were, he had no doubt 
that the officers of the Army would carry 
it out properly. 

Mr. Lloyd George was in his place for 
the last time, probably, before his return 
to Brussels, whither he goes on Thursday. 
But he had not much information to im- 
part. Asked whether the Allies had de- 
cided to proceed with fhe trial of the ex- 
Kaiser, he said that he had nothing to add 
to previous replies, and when Mr. Bottom- 
ley suggested that the Government were 
going back on their election pledges he 
retorted, with some heat, that they had 
never said that they would compel a 
neutral Power to surrender him. In his 
opinion, William of Hohenzollern was 
worth no more bloodshed. 

For the last forty years the construc- 
tion of a Channel Tunnel has been a 
vexed question. Since the war it may be 
i said to have become acute, and at frequent 
intervals during the past eighteen months 
the Government have been interrogated 
as to their intentions. But they are still 
unable to announce their decision’ on 
what Mr. Lloyd George again declared tu 
be “a most difficult guestion.”

The essence of the Peace Treaty is Ger- 
mahy’s disarmament.

The military habit in Europe caused the 
war, and until it is crushed once for all 
the world will be safe neither for demo- 
cracy mor for anything else except the 
naked sword. Until the Central Powers 
are disarmed the Allies cannot begin to 
demobilise their own armies.

| arise from the fact that the Turkish Army 

is not yet hors de combat. People are 
fighting everywhere, because they still 
have sokdiers and weapons at their dis- 
posal. Clearly this condition of affairs 
cannot continue indefinitely; economic 
disaster is rapidly overtaking Europe, 
and, if its nations do not cease to think 
in terms of army corps and machine guns, 
they will soon be engulfed in its con- 
suming waves. Herr Febrenbach’s speech 
is the first hopeful sign from Ger- 
many since the Armistice. It suggests a 
change of heart, and, if it means anything 
at all, may form the first plank in the 
bridge between Europe and its chastened 
enemy. [ff it means nothing, and is 
simply another example of German 
cynicism, the Allies can afford to dally 
no longer. They have waited patiently 
for a year. During that time they have 
been harassed and tormented by Ger- 
many's tricks, and their people are no 
nearer to peace than they were when the 
last shot was fired on the Western front. 
If the Germans will not disarm them- 
selves, Marshal Foch must disarm them.

Herr Fehrenbach, the thirteenth Chan- 
cellor of the German Reich, outlined his 
policy before the new Reichstag yesterday. 
We welcome his declaration in regard to 
disarmament. “ Above all,” he said, “ Ger- 
many must honestly, and without reser- 
vation, fulfil her liability to diminish her 
army to the minimum necessary for the 
preservation of order in Germany.’’ These 
words are clear and straightforward. 
Unless Herr Fehrenbach out-Hollweg’s 
Bethmann in hypocrisy, he intends to 
make a bid for the confidence of the 
world. He cannot but recognise that the 
feeling of “deep distrust,’ which he 
laments so bitterly, has been justified by a 
thousand acts of mean chicanery; but the 
Allied peoples are willing to give the 
new German Government a fair chance. 
It will be judged by its deeds rather 
than by its Chancellors words, and, if 
it begms its life with a concrete proof of 
sincerity, it will do much te allay the 
feeling of distrust among Germany's 
former enemies. The burdens which the 
Treaty of Versailles has laid upon Ger- 
many are, undonbtedly, heavy; but 
she provoked the world war, and in- 
flicted the civilised world with a legacy 
of horror which a century will not re- 
move. Germany must suffer,. but Herr 
Fehrenbach errs if he thinks that the 
Allied peoples wish to’ keep the fires of 
hate and passion alight. They want 
peace above all things, and know that, 
while Germany seeks to evade her just 
obligations, and to maintain large armed 
forces within her frontiers, peace in 
Earope can never be assured. Herr 
Fehrenbach admits that the terms of the 
Peace Treaty have not been observed “ to 
the letter,” but urges that delay has not 
been due to any lack of good-will. We
